Well, they were at it again recently, 
those green-thumbed elves of the 
Boyne Valley Garden Club. Tuesday 
morning before Thanksgiving, they 
met at the Eagle’s Hall in Boyne City 
to assemble fresh greens and natural 
pine cone wreaths, just as they have 
been doing for more than 20 years. 

The garden club members arrive to 
find tables neatly labeled, so that the 
wreath assembly is as efficient as 
Santa’s workshop. Each member 
finds his or her position and for the 
next couple of hours they are up to 
their elbows in green boughs and red 
bows.

When they are finished, a few short 
hours later, they have created 464 
wreaths, each complemented with 
lush red ribbons and six Norway 
Spruce pine cones. 

It is the Boyne Valley Garden 
Club’s biggest fund-raiser, and it is 
over and done with before a new- 
comer has a chance to say, “f want 
one!”

East Jordan's Care and Share pan- 
try iS Open

of groceries 
on a weekly 
basis. 

But al 
Christmas time, Care and Share, with no 
disruption of its weekly schedule, makes 
an extra effort. planning whole holiday 
dinners for needy families, packing 
boxes with ham, apples, potatoes, beans, 
jello, rolls and spread, and pineapple. 

Kathy Reid has been involved with 
Care and Share for nine years, and has 
been running the program for the last 
seven of those. She said families are 
eligible for Care and Share assistance 
if they live, work, or go to church in 
East Jordan. 

“We are looking for a tie to the 
community,” Reid said, noting that 
there are no income-based criteria for 
helping families. 

The program was started by area 
churches, which still provide much of 
its support. It also gets financial as- 
sistance from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, and has held a 
summertime golf fund-raiser for sev- 
eral years. 

The pantry is allowed to use its 
space in the basement of the East Jor- 
dan Family Health Center free of rent. 
and it doesn’t have to worry- about 
utilities or maintenance, so the loca- 
tion is ideal for the program. Reid has 
about nine regular volunteers who 
switch around some, so that on Thurs- 
day mornings, she can count en a 
crew of four or five people. 

Many of these volunteers are older 
people. 

One younger volunteer who comes 
faithfully on board every Christmas 
to help with the Christmas gift bas- 

“ket is Connie Roberts. In past years, 
Roberts has wrapped and divided 
gifts, so that families with children 
had age and gender appropriate sur- 
prises to.put under the tree. 

But last year they started something 
new, leaving the gifts unwrapped and

at Christmas. I think Christmas ts done best when each 
person waits while another opens a gift, turns are taken, 
Christmas is luxuriously drawn out. But that’s not how 
we did it, and it was over almost as soon as Mom and 
Dad stepped into the living room. In the aftermath. a won- 
derful Christmas dinner. 

The main thing is, Christmas centered around that 
Christmas story. That manger long ago, the Mother and 
Child. We had a book called “Christmas in the Stable,” 
by Astrid Lindgren, the author of “Pippi Longstocking” 
and “The Tomten.” In it, a mother explains the Christmas 
story to her young daughter, who imagines a modern 
mother coming to a barn to have her child, surrounded by 
familiar farm animals (i.e., cows, not camels). That was 
how I pictured the stable, like the soft paintings that illus- 
trated that book, and the mother’s head covered in a scarf 
like my own mother would wear outdoors. 

In these days of “Happy Holidays!” the manger is al- 
most obsolete. Do children listen to this fabulous tale of a 
long-ago birth, breathless, their imaginations engaged, 
knowing the celebration of Christmas is something out- 
side thernselves, the tree, the stockings, the gifts? 

Iam ata loss to understand why Christ shouldn't be at 
the center of Christmas. I know that there are many who 
celebrate the season who do not share a faith in the baby 
Jesus, and I have no quarrel with that. [ do not ask that 
anyone convert for the sake of a holiday. 

And I know that the day that marks the birth of Christ 
is not an exact birth date. Rather it was chosen for the 
convenience of incorporating pagan mid-winter celebra- 
tions into the Christian year. 

But Christmas - Christ + mas - is the celebration of 
Christ. That's what it is. Itis a Christian holiday. It is not 
to the exclusion of Hanukkah or Kwanzaa or the celebra- 
tions of any other religious holiday. In our own and Euro- 
pean countries it is the most wide-spread, because most 
of us, or our ancestors, consider(ed) ourselves Christians. 
Christmas and Easter are our major holidays. They should 
be celebrated proudly, joyfully, unashamedly. 

Christmas has become a huge commercial boon to re- 
tailers and capitalists everywhere, and though I sometimes 
long for simplicity, Iam in favor of anything that benefits 
the economy. 

But even though the market is involved, and even 
though non-believers celebrate Christmas, it is still a 
Christian holiday. Christmas, in this country, has always 
marked the celebration of the birth of Jesus in a manger 
in Bethlehem. 

We hear of Nativities being banned from public dis- 
play, Christmas songs - so traditional to Americans - be- 
ing displaced in favor of “holiday” songs (this even in 
our local schools). | love Frosty and Santa and Rudolph, 
and even the Grinch and little Cindy Lou Who. The secu- 
lar celebration of Christmas does not bother me in the 
least, But why should the religious celebration of a reli- 
gious holiday bother anyone else? 

A huge percentage of Americans say that they believe 
the event of the Nativity occurred. Why should this major- 
ity be cowed into saying a generic, politically correct “happy 
holidays,” when what they want to say is, Merry Christ- 
mas! Noel! Emmanuel! Joy to the world, the Lord has 
come!

Kondrat began supplying the club 
with pine boughs, and nowadays 
they buy them from suppliers. But 
the wreaths are still hand-made by 
the club members, the bows are still 
created by hand (starting each year 
in October), and the Norway Spruce 
cones are still collected year-round 
by past president Betty Shaver. 

“I know where every Norway 
Spruce is in this town - the cem- 
etery, private property - I should be 
looking today,” Shaver said, noting 
the wind tossing the tree tops. “Ev- 
ery time there’s wind, they come 
down.” Shaver said her house is a 
repository for drying pine cones, 
which are stockpiled in her 
basement and garage, ensuring a 
surplus for the next year’s Christ- 
mas bounty. 

Shaver drives a 1994 Toyota 
pickup truck that she bought after 
she joined the Garden Club in Feb., 
1994. She became its president the 
following June, and decided a 
pickup would be much more prac- 
tical for all-city gardening than her 
Cadillac, and has driven it ever 
since - decorated with a red, white 
and blue bow for the summer sea-

son, and a dazzling red one for 
Christmas. She continued as presi- 
dent for 10 years, before relinquish- 
ing her duties to Gary Francis when 
her back began slowing her down 
(not that you’d notice). The job she 


assumed reluctantly in 1994, feel- 


ing woefully inadequate to lead a 
northern Michigan garden club 
while in self-described ignorance of 
northern Michigan gardening, be- 
came a well-loved one, and she con- 
tinues to be very active in the club. 

The Boyne Valley Garden Club 
brightens the landscape all summer, 
and even in the winter, the rose 
bushes outside City Hall wear a 
wintry wardrobe of burlap adored 
with hats, earmuffs and scarves, and 
some of them sport sunglasses 
against snow-glare. All in all, the 
club spends about $4,000 a year to 
beautify Boyne, planting and main- 
taining 13 flower beds. That money 
is raised largely through fund-rais- 
ers such as the annual wreath sale. 
They also sell home made pies for 
the 4th of July, 50/50 tickets at the 
Mushroom Festival, and a spring 
shrub sale. (Note: Next spring’s of- 
ferings will be a Limelight Hydran- 
gea and a purple coneflower.) But

Currently the garden club 
boasts 95 members, whose ob- 
jectives include:

be expected to spend time beyond that outlined in the sy|- 
labus to achieve the course objectives. 

This class has some prerequisites: students must have 
a valid driver’s license, no felony convictions, a completed 
physical examination, immunizations and current health 
insurance prior to the clinical portions of the course. Ad- 
mission to an emergency medical program or the permis- 
sion of an EMS coordinator is required. (For more infor- 
mation, go to www.ncmich.edu.) 

The instructors for this course are Gerald (Jay) Peck, 
director of EMS in East Jordan, and John Lamont, direc- 
tor of EMS in Boyne City. These instructors have worked 
together on many occasions to ensure that services are 
providing consistent, accurate instruction to all incoming 
EMTs. 

Brunet-Koch said she has received considerable posi- 
tive feedback on Peck’s classes. indicating that he has a 
“following” among people going into the emergency 
medical field. 

Tuition is $101 per credit hour, but East Jordan resi- 
dent, Barb Worgess, who is also on the NCMC Founda- 
tion board, is working to provide scholarship opportuni- 
ties for any students with an East Jordan address.
